N EDITORIAL in the Albertan informs us that the Young 

Men's Section of the Calgary Board of Trade aclopted a resol- 
ution to be presented to the Rowell Commission adyocating the 
union of the three Prairie Provinces into one.

RELIEF EXPENDITURES 


A calculation of how much Canada has spent on relief 


from the end of 1930 up to the present time provides 
the surprising total of $900 million. This relief bill was 
contributed by the municipalities, provinces and the fed- 
eral government, and at least about $500 million repres- 
ents direct relief.. This direct relief increased from $4 mil- 
lion in 1931 and reached $103 million in 1935. The. year 
1936. saw the largest expenditure. on relief, the grand total 
being $170°million: 

An unfortunate feature of the ‘whole business is that a 
very large percentage of this enormous sum of money was 
raised through bond issues hence and: becomes a charge 
upon posterity. This was necessary because it was im 


possible for the 10% million people in Canada to provide, 


out of direct taxation, enough money to meet the bill,
